3a An organization would be especially effective in the northern regions of 
Albania* where the population is homogeneous and where factious elements 
of personal ambition and political diversity do not exist* In the 
southern regions* where such dissensions do exist* a large part of the 
population would approve stabilization of the present regime or even 
establishment of Greek hegemony over their territory* Basing an anti- 
Hoxha movement from the south* therefore, would require the excessive 
expenditure of time and effort and the unnecessary sacrifice of valuable 
men*
